So  there  is.  There  is  no  man  xvho  ever 
made  a career  out  of  the  armed  forces 
hut  looked  back  afterwards  with  a great 
deal  of  satisfaction.  Ail  else  apart,  the 
sense  of  standing  on  guard  for  his  country, 
able  and  willing  to  serve  it  to  the  utmost, 
is  something  that  remains  of  personal 
content. 

There  is  more  to  army  life  titan  this, 
nevertheless.  Nowadays  there  is  good 
pay  and  the  prospect  of  a good  pension 
at  an  early  age.  There  is  the  prospect 
of  travel  with  its  accompanying  adventure, 
and,  as  always,  friendships  forged  under 
circumstances  that  make  them  real  and 
lasting.  Any  bright  youth,  and  modern 
military  concepts  eliminate  the  dullards, 
could  with  propriety  and  good  sense  elect 
to  take  up  a service  career.  It  compares 
favorably  with  most  occupations  in  civilian 


What  goes  for  the  army  goes  equally 
for  either  the  navy  or  the  air  force.  The 
navy  seldom  seems  to  have  recruiting 
problems,  The  pull  of  sea  going  and  the 
life  of  the  sailor  apparently  still  having 
a strong  influence.

T AST-MINUTE  agreement  between  the 
provincial  highways  department  and 
the  operators  of  the  Brent wood-Mill  Bay 
farlty  have  given  a month's  reprieve  to 
an  important  service  which  otherwise 
would  have  been  suspended  today.  The 
arrangement  appears  to  satisfy  Kira  I 
bodies  and  organizations  which  had  been 
alarmed  at  the  prospect  of  this  water  link 
belne  cut,  at  least  for  the  duration  of  the 
winter. 

It  is  based  on  a reduction  of  service 
from  two  vessels  and  half-hourly  depart- 
ures to  one  ferry  on  an  hourly  schedule, 
which  should  he  adequate  to  handle 
traffic  offering  during  the  off-season.  The 
operators  will  receive  from  the  provincial 
government  a monthly  subsidy  of  $1,000, 
which  is  justifiable  in  the  pame  of  public 
noerssiry  and  convenience,  and  on  the 
principle  that  a ferry  is  in  effect  a high- 


way entitled  to  support  from  departmental 
revenue  if  it  cannot  be  operated  eeonomic- 
n!l>  otherwise.  In  any  event,  a govern- 
ment subsidy,  in  the  circumstances  of  the 
Brentwood  ferry,  is  preferable  to  the 
alternative-  of  raising  the  fares  to  flgUKt 
which  would  kill  use  of  it. 

Highways  Minister  Gaglardi  is  to  be 
commended  on  his  prompt  action  to  save 
from  immediate  extinction  a sen  ice  which 
is  convenient  to  many  travellers  and 
e«entinl  to  some.  What  ihe  final  outcome 
will  he  remains  uncertain,  hut  the  one- 
month  trial  period  provides  an  opportunity 
for  examination  of  re-routing  proposals 
which  would  shorten  the  crossing,  provide 
more  convenient  connection  to  certain  key 
points  on  Saanich  Peninsula  and  thereby 
perhaps  enable  the  ferry  to  come  closer 
to  paying  its  own  way.  Abandonment 
of  the  service  certainly  would  be  a retro- 
gressive step.

its  own  motion;  it  speeds 
around  the  earth  on  a some- 
what elliptical  mbit  at  2.300 
miles  an  hour.  Even  mote  dis- 
turbing io  the  moon-marks- 
men  is  the  rotation  of  the 
earth  In  eveiy  minute,  the 
earth  rotates  enough  to  make- 
a lOOOmlle  difference  in  the 
rocket's  position  when  and  if 
lt-i caches  the  moon's  orbit. 


The  moon  probe  Pioneer  is 
man's  first  triumph  in  applied 
celestial  mechanics..  Faith 
satellites,  like  bullets,  base- 
balls of  missiles,  need  to  con- 
tend with  the  earth  s gravita- 
tion only.  Pioneer  was  bom  on 
a higher  level  of  technical 
evolution.  Its  projected  emuse 
toward  the  moon  took  Into 
account  three  nf  Ihe  overlap- 
ping fields  i the  earth's,  the 
sun’s,  the  moon  «•  that  govern 
the  solar  system.  To  set  it  on 
Its  trajectory  called  on  the- 
metical  astronomical  and  ma- 
thematical lore  that  man  has 
painstakingly  been  accumula- 
ting without  practical  employ- 
ment since  the  birth  of 
science.  . 

Drawing  a 'head  on  the 
moon  is  something  like  shoot- 
ing a duck  from  s spinning 
merry -go  round,  using  a bullet 


the  earth's  surface  under  the 
exclusive  influence  nf  the 
earth*  gravitation.  Since  this 
speed  i*  impossible  in  the 
earth's  dense  lower  atmos- 
phere. a rocket  headed  into 
space  must  start  slowly  and 
speed  up  to  escape  velocity 
Only  after  it  has  climbed 
above  nearly  all  of  the  at  mo* 
phere  At  high  altitude  the 
necessary  speeds  la  somewhat 
les*  Ilian  25.000  (titles  an 
hour  because  the  earth’s  gia 
vanonal  pull  grow*  vveakei 
with  distance.  To  reach  the 
moon  lequiies  slightly  less 
speed  than  to  escape  entirely, 


since  the  moon  is  not  at  an 
infinite  distance  and  because 
II*  own  giavitiitional  pull  can 
offset  the  earth's  diminishing 
pull  If  Die  lock e l gets  close 
enough,  When  Pioneer  had 
linen  above  |he  atmosphere,  it 
was  moving  23  500  mile*  and 
hour  Tins  was  not  quite 
enough.

CHICAGO  (WNS)  - Doctors 
agree  when  a man's  over  50, 
his  life's  in  his  own  hand. 

At  a meeting  here,  the  Ameri- 
can Medical  Association's  Com- 
mittee on  Aging  reported  that 
good  health  is  essentially  the 
individual's  responsibility.  His 
doctor  can  only  guide  him 

Encouraging  a "do-it-yourself" 
program  for  "positive  health," 
the  doctors  proposed  a 10-point 
plan  to  eliminate  faulty  diets, 
flabby  bodies  and  excessive 
fatigue. 

* * * 

The  first  three  points,  said 
Dr.  Edward  L.  Boiiz  of  Phila- 
delphia. cover  physical  needs, 
something  every  patient  expects 
to  hear  from  his  doctor.  They 
Include  a balanced  diet,  regular 
elimination  and  adequate  rest. 

But  the  remaining  seven  refer 
to  the  patient’s  physical  well- 
being  and  prescribe:  Interesting 
recreatjonal  activities,  avoidance 
of  excessive  emotional  tension, 
a sense  of  humor  as  the  best 
antidote  for  tension,  pride  in  hi* 
Job,  participation  in  community 
affairs,  continued  intelectual  de- 
velopment. and  maintenance  of 
tie*  with  frienda  and  family. 


Dr.  Bortz  stressed  the  two 
major  elements  necessary  to  a 
long  and  successful  life:  Preser- 
vation of  energy,  and  the  pur- 
poseful use  of  that  energy  to 
give  zest  to  the  older  years. 

"I  believe  that  oldsters  should 
resist  the  inclination  to  slow 
down  their  tempo  of  living,'* 
added  Dr  Theadore  G.  Klumpp 
of  New  York. 

"If  you  just  sit  and  wait  for 
death  to  come  along,  you  won't 
have  long  to  wait."  the  doctor 
added.  "Loss  of  motivation  and 
interest,  and  to  a large  extent 
fear  of  exercise  and  exertion, 
cause  our  middle  aged  and  older 
population  to  reduce  their  physi- 
cal activities  with  damaging  If 
not  distastrous  results."
